After a short business meeting, we heard a most interesting talk on shopping in 
Oxford between 1830 and 1900. The speaker, Mr. Vaisey who is a Librarian at 
the Bodleian, illustrated the talk with slides of pictures found on old billheads, 
paperbags and advertising material, the sort of things that usually find their way 
to the dustbin. Seme of the shops' history could be traced from one decade to 
another by tne changing picture of it on old bills. Did you know that Grimley 
Hughes, the Grecers, used to deliver six times a day in the Oxford area, but would 
not guarantee delivery on the day unless the order was placed before 4 p.m, We 
had very good refreshments, and during the social time Barford members put on a 
Twenty Questions team, There was a raffle and prizes for the competition winners. 


On November 9th, some members went to the quarterly meeting at Thame. They heard 
a talk by Mr. A.C, Caine, who is Bursar of St. Peter’s College, and who described 

the life in the College. Later the Chinngr Operatic Society provided a programme 
of songs, 


Our own November meeting was held on the 13th at the Holly Tree Club, 33 menor 
were present, and we were able to welcome some visitors. Our speaker, re 
Mrs. Ploughman came laden with teapots and cups to show us and explained eee 
of the history of tea drinking in this country. Tea was an extremely expensive 
commodity in the 18th cenwry, hence the locked tea-caddies, and the very tiny early 
teapots and cups. All sorts of medicinal virtues were ascribed to it, before it 
became cheaper and the family drink.

The competion matched the talk and members brought their own favourite pots and 
cups. The first prize went to Mrs. Walker, and Mrs. Riley and Mrs. Gregory took 
second and third prizes. 


During this meeting the subject of numbering the houses in the Deddington parish 
was raised. The R.D.C. have on a previous enquiry turned the matter down for 
financial reasons, but the meeting felt that the absence of numbers could and did 
delay urgent calls from such services as Ambulance and Fire Brigade. It was 
decided to send out letters asking for support to those bodies who might be: 
concerned, The Medical Centre, Social Services, Fire and Ambulance Services, and 
the Gas, Water and Electricity Boards. If you feel that something should be 
done about this, and would like to support us, please get in touch by letter or 
phone with Mrs. Ivings, Philcote Street (tel. 32513). She will be glad to hear 
your opinion.

He has 
read my piece in the October Deddington News on marriage, divorce and re-marriage.

We may well fall out with each other on our view of history. He takes the line 
that things go up, and then down, or backwards and forwards, like the swings at a 
playground or the pendulum of a clock.

But I think we gain our freedom with 
increasing wisdom and (above all) as we learn to love. It is not that "man is 
born free, but everywhere he is in chains" - (the Foreman view?). It is that we 
are born in captivity, but are loved into greater freedom.

HOLLY TREE CLUE 


On Wednesday 14th November we were entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Basford, with their 

loured pictures of Thailand. Mr. Basford projected them on the screen, and his 
wife gave a running commentary, which was most interesting. Near the coast, the 
native women were doing their washing in the muddy sea. Mo doubt the sun bleached 
and quickly dried it. They were also washing their hair using the mud as a 
shampoo.

It reminced me of Burma long ago when we went to an outdoor theatre. The audience 
consisted mostiy of soldiers and they were browned off with an excess diet of 
“issoles.

Towards the end of November I decided that it was time to start putting fat in 
the wire feeder we hang in a tree for the tits. Having filled it, I watched 
from the kitchen window and was delighted when, after two minutes forty-five 
seconds, a coal tit arrived and started pecking away. Later than day a hen 
chaffinch tried very hard to hang from it to feed but was not too successful. 


There were eleven collared doves in the garden all standing in or near a rainwater 
pool on the drive eee pale grey-brown doves with a black collar on the bac 


of the neck are natives of India. During this century they have invaded Eurcpe 
and first recorded breed bag in Britain in 1955. They are now breeding fast in 


this country and are particularly fond of human company, nesting in gardens and 
farms everywnere 


the days are short and cold at this time of the year une can sit by the fire 
with a seed catalogue and decide what flowers to grow later in the vear. if you 
want plenty of butterfies and moths and bees in the garden, grow the old-fashioned 
cottage garden flowers, such as arabis, yellow alyssum and aubretia in the spring. 
These will attract the awakening brimstone and small tortoiseshells, butterflies and 
the early bees. 


Later honesty, sweet rocket, ageratum, tabacco flowers and the single Coltness 
dahlia, and of course lavender and thyme will encovrage moths such as the humming- 
bird hawkmoth which flies in the daytime and hosts of butterfies, bees, and hover~ 
flies. In August and Seotember buddleia and the large headed pink stonecrop, 
sometimes called "ice plant" will make peacocks, red admirals, small tortoiseshells 
and commas "drunk" with nectar.

REPORT ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING HELD ON WEDNESDAY e&th MOVEMPPR 197¢ 


Correspondence: The Clerk reported that Mr. Robin Stammers had written on behalf 
of the Scouts, who are considering the purchase of the Rifle Club Hut, to ask whether 
there are any restrictions on the use of the hut and surrounding ground. The 
Clerk had replied that there were no restricticns on the hut but pointed out that 
the surrounding grounc belonged to the Department of the Environment and that the 
Scouts should clear any use of this ground with the D.0O.E. 


bye-laws: The Council had been notified that the penaltics for breaches of bye- 
laws had been automatically increased from £5 to £50 by two stages in recent years. 


Dedcington Primary School P.7T.A. were granted permission to hold a market stall 
under the Town Fall on Saturdey 29th March. 


Deddinrton W.I. were concerned at the risk of emergency services being delayed 
duc to confusion from Deddington's house numbering. They are writing to C.D.C. 
asking for help, and requested the support of the PC which was siven with approval. 


Footpaths: Mr. O'Neill reported that some footpaths were in a poor state of 
repair. The Chairman askec the Clerk to write to Cherwell District Council to 
ask that they be properly inspected and repaired. 


Footway Lighting: Following an inspection of the lighting, the sub-committee 
reported that nowhere was the lighting adcauate, but that the footpaths edjoinine 
the main road were extremely poor. Since there was no prospect of trunk road 
lightins by the Department of Transport, the Council felt that it must improve the 
standard olong the main road from the Primary School to Chapman's Lane. The 
Chairman suggested that a limited system with low voltage sodium lights, and 
brighter lights in the area of the traffic lights, was the best immediate solution, 
The cost would be approximately £2,000. The lighting sub-committee were asked 

to obtain an immediate plan and quotation from the S.n.F. 


lr. Drake reported a very generous offer by I'r. Denis Vashington, who is willing 
to provide the additional money to allow for the installation cf a high quality 
system with a softer light in the Market Place (as is installed at Woodstock and 
Burford). The Clerk wes asked to write to Mr. Washington to express thanks for 
the offer and to ask if, when a decision is taken to provide improved lightine in 
the Market Place, the Parish Council may contact him agein. 


Castle Grounds: The condition of the children's pley «quipment was raised arain. 


The Council discussed the safety of children and the question of liability of 


the Parish Council. With repard to the first, the Castle Grounds sub-committee 
was asked to inspect the uquipment, read the new British Standards Specification, 
and meke their recommendations at the December meeting. “With resard to liability, 
the Chairman repeated that the Insurance Company had confirmed that the PVC, is 
covered against third party claim. 


Windmill Site: The Chairman had received a letter from the County Fstates Officer, 


aying that, subject to the settlement of details relating to the services to 
the site, it was likely thet soon he would be able to meke an offer on the basis 
of figures already discussed. 


Trees: The tree plantine discussed at previous meetings had been carricd out. 

It wes agreed that no payment would be made to the tree suppliers until confirn- 
ation had becn received from CDC that the work was satisfactory and the grant 
approved in writires. The supplicrs'! proposed credit charge, not being a part of 
the original price, was quite unacceptable. 


Hedgecutting: Mr. Garrett asked that the Clerk write to Mr. Holton to thenk 
him for cutting the hedge at the cemetery wiilst doing his own.
